Side by Side With Works of
Antiquity Indian Art Is Con¬

sidered Masterpiece.
By Cnlrcr.al Service.

RERL1N, April 29,.A chief's run
made by the Chilkat Indians of
Northern Alaska, recently acquired
from America by the Ethnological
Museum of Dresden, Is pronounced
by German authorities as a master¬
piece of the weaver's art, worthy of
being placed side by side with the
famous textiles of antiquity.
This rug is made of the fine white

wool of the mountain goat ldlg?nous
to that region; this wool Is rolled by
hand Into a strong thread and bril¬
liantly colored by vegetable dyes,
the secret of which is known only
to the Indians.
The pattern is almost Persian In

character, displaying the conven¬
tional heraldic treatment of men and
animals, and over the entire surface
is strewn an eye motive, Intended
either as a symbol of vigilance or
a talisman against demons and evil
spirits.
These primitive weavers displayed

the greatest symmetry and plasticity
in their workmanship, which con¬
firms the curious ethnological fact
that textile art has always flour¬
ished among peoples and trills
whose cultural niveau Is very low.
Aside from Its artistic value this

rug Is a genuine antique, at leant
four centuries old, and as this par¬
ticular weave disappeared from the
world market several decades ago.
Dresden is congratulating herself on
the acquisition of a piece, of which
only two other museums in Europe
possess a duplicate.

Father of 13 Killed

CARE OF LAWNS.
When the young grass has been

up for perhaps two weeks it Is often
best to roll it, and defer the first
cutting until the plants are about
three Inches tall. The new lawn
should not be cropped too closely,
hut should br> cut regularly. The
grass will then be induced to spread
out rather thin grow tall. If cut
weekly, the clippings should not be
removed; they will be useful to pro¬
tect the roots against the sun. as
well as to furnish an excellent mulch.
If. however, the grass has grown
long, the clippings should lie raked,
and will be a good mulch for use
about perennials in the borders.

Nansemond, Rich in
History, Also Beats
World for Peanuts

James Keating, research expert,
214 McOlU Building, Washington
has gathered the following Interest¬
ing facts us to the early history of
Nansemond county, Va., and the
present Importance of Suffolk, Its
county seat:
The first mention of the name

Nanaemond Is found ln^ Smith'a
History of Virginia.

In the summer of 1608 Capt.
John Smith with twelve compan¬
ions came up the river called Nan¬
semond after a tribe of Indians of
thut name. Smith and his men
were attacked In the neighborhood
of an Island now called "Dump¬
ling" Island.
The main settlement of the Nan¬

semond tribe was near the mouth
of Western Branch, and the Island
opposite was used as a place for
storing corn. The Nansemond
tribe numbered 300 warriors, and
their canoes filled with fighting
men suddenly appeared and sur¬
rounded the little craft that held
Smith's exploring party. At the
first volley of musketry the In-
dlans leaped overboard and swam
to shore. 8mlth promptly cap¬
tured the canoes and was In the
act of destroying them when the
Indians from the bank made signs
of surrender. Thoy were glad to
purchase peace at the cost of "400
baskets of full corne." which sup¬
ply helped to relieve the hungry
colony at Jamestown.
The Handbook of North Ameri¬

can Indians, is the authority for
the following: "Nansemond" (from
Nansemond) "one goes to fish:" or
one (who goes to fish or fishing);
possibly originally a personal name.
An Important tribe of the PowhaN
tan Confederacy formerly occupy¬
ing a territory on the south side
of lower James River, Virginia:
within the present Nansemond and
Norfolk Counties, Virginia. Their
"principal" town was named "Nan¬
semond."
They were estimated by Capt.

John Smith in 1608, at 300 war¬
riors. or perhaps a total popula¬
tion of 700 or 800."

Early Settlers.
As early as 1635 Nansemond at¬

tracted the attention of settlers.
Here, as elsewhere In Virginia,
their settlements clung close to the
water courses. In 1635 Governor
West granted to Richard Bennett.
2,000 acres on Nansemond River
for importing forty persons, and to
John Slaughter, 200 acres on
Wright's Creek. The patents to
lands In 1638 refer to tracts wltu-

Fragrance Is Called
the Soul of Flowers

Because a flower Is beautiful is
not a reason for fragran-e, ind yet
we must say that fragrance is the
soul of flowers.

It Is too true that some of our
more beautiful flowers ure utterly
devoid of a pleasing nature or pos¬
sessed of odor t»l«t -is really re¬
pulsive.

Ho-called plant wizards, really true
botanists, scientists, if you like, have
made fragrant not only flowers but
weirds, simply by cross-breeding, etc.
One of tho notable casos of this

kind is the dahlia, a Mexican weed,
first transformed into one of our
most gorgeous flowers, and more re¬
cently it has been given fragrance,
or rather, fragrance that was latent
has been developed by selection and
cross:breedtng.

It is stated of European plants
that out of more than 4,000 utilized
for various purposes only about 10
per cent possess pleasant odors.

Poultry Census Grows
Fast in Old Dominion

RICHMOND, Va., April 29..Poul-
try raising pays In Virginia and it
is on the Increase, having devsloped
wonderfully in the last decade. The
1910 census figures showed tha* this
State had a total poultry population,
so to speak, of 6,684,703, Tho figures
for 1920 showed that the number of
poultry had Increased more than
2,000,000, showing a total th»-n of
7,860,488. Today the total la doubt-
less considerably above 8,000,000.

Virginia has more poultry than
any one State in what Is known as
the South Atlantic division. The
quality of the poultry Is also being
rapidly Improved by boys' and girls'
club work, culling demonstrations
and poultry shows.

First Representatives.
Its first representatives In the

House of Burgesses, were: Randall
Creif, John Oookin and Tristan-.
Norseworthy.

In 1642 the county wus divided
into three parishes to be knowr as

south, east and west. In l»4rt the
name of the county was changed to
"Manslmunt." In 1652 the Com¬
monwealth of England sent a feet
to demand Virginia's submission to
the "new" government.
There was a long dispute lasting

from 1636 to 1772 concerning lh"
boundaries between Nanitmond and
lslo of Wight counties. Four Acts
of Assembly during that period re¬

lated to changes In these bound^rie.^
The act of 1674 is interesting, as i*.
mentions by name a citizen whose
family since the earliest days of the
colony have been very prouiiren*
After establishing fixed lines of dlvl
sion, it is provided: "Neverthelefc.-",
that the house and cleared grounds
of Captain Thomas Coodwln, whu
hath been an ancient inhabitant of
Nanzemund Countle, be remain
counted and deemt-d In the County of
Nanzemund: anything In this net to
the contrary notwithstanding."

Suffolk, the county seat of Nar,
semond countv, Is an Important
city. It Is the largest peanut niat-
" >t In the world and Is a manufac¬
turing center for forest products.
If Is also a banking center of note.
Cotton goods, peanuts, timber arid
candy are ail manufactured here,
while merchandising of all kind")
makes it an ideal city for a farminr
community. There are six trunk
line railroads running south, vvesi
and north, and 20 miles east of Suf
folk her rail connections end In
deep water terminals on the harbor
at Hampton Roads.

Potato Spraying Makes
40. P. C. Gain in Yield
The year's first results In yield of

sprayed potatoes over those not given
the modern method of disease treat¬
ment, were reported from Union
County, Ph., recently *nd showed »n
Increase of 40 per cent In favor <f
spraying. Representatives of Ihe
Pennsylvania State Coll 'He, in check¬
ing up this production of early pota¬
toes. say that It may indicate the dif¬
ference In yield for the late crop,
and emphasize the lmoortancc of
spraying constantly from the very
beginning of the season.
This year has already been shown

to be below the average for Penn¬
sylvania |H>tatoes. and with the price
row at $2 a bushel and sure to ad¬
vance by fall, those growers who
have been taking steps to control
the disease will have the greater
percentage of yield and profit. The
State average lust year for sprayed
potatoes was thirty-three per cent
more than for umrprayed, or seventy-
four bushels per acre. Indications
are that this will be increased this
yeur. Conditions favorable to blight
have been marked In aoine sections
of the State already, and danger of
it Is not pust by any means. 'Keep
tho spray going to the very end of
the season," is the advica from the
Penn State specialists.
